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The invention according to claim 1 relates to a process for 
manufacturing a decorative board provided with a structured 
surface. The process is characterized in that a press plate 
provided with a structured surface is accurately positioned on 
top of the board before pressing; The press plate is removed 
after pressing so that the laminate will be provided with a 
d§cor surface with a matching surface structure which is in 
register with the decor of the paper. A process according to 
claim 1 is known from EP 1153736. Consequently, the 
application has been found to 3. posteriori constitute two 
groups of inventions. 

I. Claims 2-7 relating to, a* process for manufacturing a 
board. Claims 8-12 , 14-16 relating to a process wherein a 
camera* is used to match the pattern and structure. Claim 
13 relating to a process wherein positioning markings are 
used on the surface. 

II. Claim 17 relating to a process for manufacturing a 
decorative board wherein a camera is used to position 
tools in, relation to the d^cor in order to cut the board. 
Claims 18 and 19 relating to a process wherein a camera 
is used for quality control and statistic process 
control . 

No same or corresponding technical features above the general 
state of the art can be identified between the two groups of 
inventions. 
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
